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DETAILED ACTION 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present invention 
is directed to a speaker. Independent claim 14 identifies the uniquely distinct feature of a 
magnetic circuit comprising a ring shaped plate and columnar protrusion which extend into the 
speaker frame from a lower surface to an area within the frame midway between the lower 
surface and an opening on an upper portion of the frame to form a magnetic gap and a 
suspension holder having an inner periphery fixed to the voice coil and outer periphery fixed to 
the frame by a lower suspension in combination with all the disclosed limitations of claim 14. the 
closest prior art, Kreitmeier et al. (US 2004/0165746) discloses a suspension holder supported by 
a voice coil on an inner edge and a lower suspension on an outer edge and a concave shaped 
frame comprising an external magnetic circuit but fails to teach a ring shaped plate and columnar 
protrusion which extend into the speaker frame from a lower surface to an area within the frame 
midway between the lower surface and an opening on an upper portion of the frame to form a 
magnetic gap and Tanabe (US 6829366) teaches a magnetic circuit with a ring shaped magnet 
extending past the frame's outer diameter and a top plate extending into the frame with a curved 
inner edge but fails to teach the ring shaped plate and columnar protrusion which extend into the 
speaker frame from a lower surface to an area within the frame midway between the lower 
surface and an opening on an upper portion of the frame to form a magnetic gap. The prior art 
fails to anticipate or render the independent claims obvious.
